Council  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act. 

The  County  Council  have  delegated  their  Powers  to  this 
Council  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  the  Rodent  Officer. 

Two  of  the  Council's  workmen  have  attended  courses  of 
instruction  in  Rodent  Control  and  their  services  are  utilised  in 
this  work, as  and  whenrequired. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood's  recommended  methoois  are  USedi 
Sewer  tests  are  taken  at  6 monthly  intervals  and  the  roSUltE 
have  been  gratifying. 

The  Council's  Refuse  Tip, Sewage  Farm  and _ Towns  Yard  are 
baited  monthly  as  a routine  matter  and  at  other  times  if  found 
necessary. . 

No  serious  infestations  have  been  found  or  reported.  The 
usual  cases  reported  are  of  occasional  rats  infesting  hen  runs, these 
have  usually  been  found  in  the  outlying  districts  and  are  speedily 

dealt  with.

Corporation  hjains.  The  supply  in  all  cases  is  direct  to  the  house. 

During  the  year  the  supply  has  b^:en  constant  & satisfactory 
in  quality  N quantity,  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Chemist  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation  ./atorworks  for  the  following  information* 


47  samples  of  th.e  distributed  supply  wo: re  examined  bacteriolog- 
, ically  during  t]  g year.  Of  those  ^t-3  wore  free  from  coliform 
bacteria  in  100  mis  of  water.  The  remaining  4 samples  pave  the 
following  results:

•'These'  coll  are  not  derived  from  any  pollution  of  the  ¥W5ter  in 
the  or  from  lack  of  chlorination, but  they  are  derived  from 

deposits  in  the  mains.  Flushing  of  the  mains  was  started  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  year, after  an  absence  of  flushing  for  almost 
2 years^.and  any  disturbance  of  deposits  could  give  rise  to  an 
occasional  coli  being  found  in  the  supply. 

PI umbo- solvency  The  raw  Thirlmere  water  has  a low  plumbo- 

solvent  action, but  it  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a 
pH  value,  'of  7.0  to  7.  5*  The  amount  of  lead  picked  up  from  lead 
service  pipesaftor  overnight  contact  does  not  exceed  0.2  parts 
per  million  as  Pb,
